Fearful Accident. 


A Horse, Drayyimj a Dead Body Thr ft 


Weeks.—Karly in August, John Rawle, » 
lad of sixteen years, living in Vuleano, 
Amador county, Gal., who had vainly been 
endeavoring to obtain his father's consent 
to go to I'Vazer River, disappeared, taking 
with him a valuable horse.

ged into a ditch, where it became entan- 
gled beyond tbe horse's strength to extri- 
cate it. 
In bis efforts to pull loose, the 


horse bad cut his neck to tbe bon« with 
the rope. 
The boy's remains wera horn 


bly rnutiidted. 
Most of bis limbs were

FEARFUL LOSS OF LIFE ! 


Only G7 Suoetl out nf GOO ! 


HALIFAX, SETT. 27.—Tbe barque Lmus 


arrived here yesterday with twelve of the 
Mxtv-seven passengers saved from the stea- 
mer Austria, which was burnt at sea on 
Ihe 13lh inat. 
A passenger reports that a 


litlle after two o'clock on tho afternoon of 
the loth a dense volume of smoke burst 
from the after entrance to the steerage.— 
The spfiod of tlie steamer was instantly 
tlackcued to one-half, at which rate she 
continued until Ihe magazine exploded, 
when the engineers were supposed in have 
been instantly suffocated. 
The fire next 


burst through the lights amidship, spread- 
ing with fearful rapidity. A boat was let 
down OD the port side and instintly crush- 
ed. 
Another on the starboard side was 


iwamped from the number of people rush- 
ing into it. 
All the dist cabin passengers 


were on the poop, excepting a few gentle- 
men who must have been suffocated in the 
emoking room. 
Many of the. second cabin 


passengers were also on the poop, hut a 
number were sbnt up in the cabin by the 
n'ro. 
Some of these were pulli-d up through 


the ventilators, but tho greater portion per- 
ished. 
The last woman who was drawn up 


said that six were already suffocated. 
Sev- 


eral men and wooien on the poop jumped 
into the sea by twos and threes. 
Some of 


the women were already in flames, others 
hesitated till they were driven 
to the 


step by the advancing flames, and in 
half an hour uot a soul was left on the 
poop. 


The French barque Maurice, Capt. Er- 


ne" t Renoud, came alongside at five o'clock 
and rescued forty of the passengers, who 
were chiefly taken off the bowsprit, but 
eome who were struggling in th.3 water.— 
At eight o'clock one of the niebllia boats 
came up with twenty-two persons, including 
tho first and second officers. 
Subsequently 


four men were picked upon a floating piece 
of a broken boot. The second officer was 
afterwards rescued from tho water, nnd 
both he and the third officer were severely 
burnt. 
Many of the male passengers were 


frightfully burnt. 
Only six women were 


(taved, and three of theso Vfera shockingly 
burnt. 


A Xorwe^i'in biirquo went alongside the, 


wreck the next morning and- may have 
picked up a few persons. 
Tlie Maurice 


liad no cuminunioHlinn with her, but pro- 
ceeded with the Austria's passengers to 
Fayal. 


The passenger from whom the informa- 


tion is derived says that when tho Captain 
of the Austria heard of tho fire he rushed 
on deck exclaiming, ''We are all lost !"— 
He then let down one of the boats, which 
was immediately lost, and he fell into the 
sea and was left 
fur behind. The same 


passenger says thai the fire arose from cul- 
pable negligence while fumigating the stee- 
rage with burning tar, under the superin- 
tendence of the 4th officer.
